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HEADACHES OK llOOM 
Everyone nRtccs It's wonderful that 65 mil- 
lion Americans arc employed today 'In our 
booming economy. But the plenitude of Jobs 
with KOod pay and nttracflvfl worJclJiR condi- 
tions has Its bad ^Ide, too. There aren't 
enouBh people taklnn on tome of the (trub- 
bJcr ta5l(s. 

Garage and Bcrvlct! sUtlon mechanics, 
plumbers, house palntera, carpenlers, roof 
repairmen and simitar worlters are altogether 
too scarce In a time when there arc more 
homes and car& than ever before. 

The 1D50 ccn.'ius showed lust 000.000 car- 
penters, 300,000 painters and 275,000 plumbers 
In the United States— not a lot when meas- 
ured against the population and the total 
work force. 

Some of thCBc Jobs command good money, 
and offer considerable Jndcpcndojcc and 
flexibility of working hours. But more often 
than not they come under the hcndlng of 
dirty work, and fYi^y don't give men the com- 
munity status they want. A man with a fac- 
tory lob frequently seem« to have more .slnnd- 
Ing. 

The consequence ot this situation is that 
the experienced, efficient workers In these 
fields are vastly overburdened with work, and 
many Incompetents have crept \n to /111 the 
gap. 

Recently the Wall Street Journal surveyed 
the home repair situation and found the cat- 
alogue of householders" complaints long and 
bitter. They gripe about slowness and Incf- 
llclency on the Job, delay In showing up at 
all, overcharging, and so on. 

The responsible men In these fields ac- 
knowledge there are delays and sloppy work. 
They Indicate they'd be quite happy If they 
could Ilnd more and better hclpcw. As It Is, 
they do Ihc best they can with the big Jobs, 
they say, and often never get around to the 
smaller ones. 

But they have their compIalnL't against the 
householders, too. They say the latter are 
Bometlmcs quite unreasonable In their de- 
mands, cxpcctlnfr immediate service of a sort 
they couldn't hope to 'get from anyone else, 
calling four or five repairmen In hope of get- 
ting one to show, stalling on payment of bills. 

A recession probably would change things 
In a hurry. Wc know/ one area where' occa- 
sional layoffs In a large factory arb promptly 
followed by a rash of new house palntcrj! 
knocking on doors and looking for work. But 
'who wants a recession? 

If the economists arc right and we arc In 
lor an Incfeaaing manpower shortage In the 
years Just ahead— as population growth out' 
runs additions to the labor supply— then ob. 
vlously this problem Is going to get worse. 

About nil wc can do Is develop a little 
more philosophical patience, ask that the re- 
pairman not use the situation to excuse 
avoidable delay and poor work, and scrap the 
idea that "do-lt-yoursell" Is a craze that will 
pass like miniature golf. Looks like we'll be 
doing It ourselves for a long llmc.

So far as grain and cotton are 
concerned.

Neither the one nor the 
other will cut down surpluses effec- 
tively.

But 1( this b to be ef- 
fective ft must be administered by 
farmer-elected township and county 
larm committees and the amount of 
money araJlable must result In a 
really large scale diversion ol grain 
and cotton acres into graai and 
other permanent toil building crops. 

-This Is especially . Important In 



those areas whkh are so subject to 
wind and water erosion. Producing 
products for markets which no long- 
er exist either at home or aboard 
sheer waste and this should I 
recognlwd by offering IndocemtnUi 
to expand very greatly the soli 
building cropi. 

The all-Important thing to grasp 
Is that there Is not and never has 
been any single, simple solution to 
tho farm problem, Every commo- 
dity and every region Is different. 
Wheat Is loUlIy different from other 
commodities because lower prices of 
wheat will not expand coiuumptlon 
m the U. S, Com la' different be- 
cause It Is tied 10 closely to livestock. 
Livestock, dairy, poultry, fruit and 
vegetables cannot be helped gresUy 
by government progmms unless an 
extensive stamp plan Is put into ef- 
fect to Improve the diet of our tlvt 
million poorut families. 

The Ultimate In stfltcsmnnshlp, It 
seems lo me, to remtmber Ihsl In 
the long run the greatest source of 
our national strength Is In a soil 
which (ins been well malnlslned, 
free Irom wind and water erosion 
together with at least five million 
farm families llvlns on that soil to 
furnish a surplus of children to the 
cities, children who know what life 
Is like on the land at first hand 
contact.

Care of Your Children 



By ANGELO PATRl 



We all are concerned about the 
reading dellclencles of our children, 
II all the reports are to be credited 
—and we u lll assume that they are. 
Few ot the complaining parenla atop 
(o ask themselves nhat help they 
give to Interest their children In 
reading. Teachew have discovered 
time nnd time again Uiat many of 
their deliclcnt reading pupils come 
Irom homes that have few or any 
books. 

Rending requires books, newspap- 
ers and magaxlnrs that can be read. 
The papers that reach the home 
rarely Interest the children. Thr 
grown-up people claim them, and II 
the children gel the tunny ahcct 
that Is considered their fair aha re 
ot tho paper. Funny sheets enter- 
tain, but they require little reading. 

Few families t4ke'Chlldron'< man- 
ailncs, fewer atlll give their children 
memberslilp in a book ot Iho-month 
club that suppUes^ne books for 
children of, ttto ajfes up to ndolea- 
Chllilren experience reading 
only when It is taught In the school. 

A great - deal could bo done at 
home to Rive the children a Insic 
lor reading It their parents read to 
them from Uiclr picture Ijooks. Uttli 
I love l>elng read to, and IC Is 
ol the best vays to make chll 
dren ready'tor full instrucllon In Ihi 
subject when they get to tchool, 

— rtndlncsa is Important. It 
Imphe.^ enjoyment of stories, a tuiblt 
of listening and therefore ot at- 
tention. U Implies reading experience 
and that Is what makes a line loun- 
datlnn tor beginning to read l»oka. 

In my experience It la unwise to 
teach reading at home. Tlial L-i a 
technical process belter left to the 
lescher who hss been iralned lor 
le ln^k. The schtxil has decided 
melliod of leaching. The mother is 
unlikely lo know anything aboui 
that method and will proceed on nnr 
1 experienced and haa been 
lold about. 



When the home-tau'tht child en. 
ters the first grade, lie finds he 
does not understand wlint the teach- 
er 1^ trying lo leach him. Mother 
did not do It that way, and he Is 
confused snd djscoufojicd. 
(meaning the teacher) mixes me all 
up," Better not linve hlni mixed Up 
and discouraged right at Uie start. 

Belter buy a good picture slory 
book and read to Uie llltle one. Buy 
books to suit the age of each child 
in the family and sUrt Uiem on 
rending tor pl[fl.iure, Lenve books 
about Ihe room In handy places— 
on a table near a chair, for example. 
Rend part of a tmok aloud nnd when 
the children art Interesled, tell them 
to go on with ihe ston- IJjcmscIrcj. 

Reading nloud lo the children, 
wlUi tho children taklna turns- and 
sharing reading experiences, will 
help grently lo lench children to 
read with enjoyment.

CAB— Civil aeronautics board— Is 
a flve-man board which Is the bin 
boss ot civil aviation, It aays 
airlines set what routes, wrltea the 
safety rules. Investlsatea accidents 
and decides who's to blame for them. 
The CAD Is answerable directly to 
the President.
